REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Examiner has rejected all claims under 35 U.S,C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Motoyama, U,S, Parent Number 5,887,216. Applicants traverse this rejection. 

The portions of the reference indicated by the Examiner include no disclosure of the 
measurement of current of a group of components as required, for example, by Applicants' claim 1. 
Nor do these portions include disclosure of storing a reference current in a memory as required, for 
example, by Applicants* claim 1, or measuring current in a component/group when it is the only 
active component/group as required, for example, by Applicants* claim 6. In fact, the portions of 
the reference indicated by the Examiner do not appear to disclose all limitations of any of the 
claims. Thus, there is no prima facie case of anticipation. Inasmuch as the disclosure is directed to 
monitoring and correcting toner/image density, neither does there appear to be any teachings to 
accomplish current sensing, comparing, and alerting as required by Applicants' claims. Thus, the 
rejection is improper and should be withdrawn.
